MAYOR'S MESSAGE 



't o the Citizens of Itullitiut: 

It is with pfe&SUre that I submit this report covering the 
activities for the various departments of the City of Rutland 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 15)45. 

This is the fifty-third annual report of out' City. The re- 
ports of the various departments are detailed and show where 
and how the money of the city has beet) received and expended. 

I am happy to say that our financial standing at the close 
of 15)45 is very favorable. As of December 31, 1!)45, we had n 
surplus of 133,631.68 in general funds, and a balance of $26,309.69 
in the school account, total $59,940.37. The tax rate in (945 
whs $4.30 as against $4,35 in the previous year. We reduced 

our bonded debt by $94,000.00 which leaves the net bonded 

debt as of December 31. 15)45. $443, 478.65. The net bonded 
debt as of December 31. 15)35. was $965,751.16, indicating a 
reduction in ten years of ¥522,272.51. I continue to favor the 
City Council levying a sufficient tax each year to take rare of 
the outstanding bonds as they come due, and the continuance 
of the pay-as-you-go plan instead of incurring a deficit each 
year. 

In an effort to provide better protection of the lives and 
property of our citizens we have authorized the addition of three 
extra regular men in our Police ami Fire Departments. A two- 
way radio has been installed for the use of our Police Depart- 
ment ami a new fire truck has been ordered for Fire Station No. 2. 

Work on the hangar at our Rutland Airport is progressing 
ami we have practically been assured Airline service to New 
York as already recommended by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
examiners. 

A new chlorinating machine has been purchased ami installed 
in a new chlorinating house at the reservoir, with a view of im- 
proving our water supply. 

During the year the city sponsored Increased playground 
activities including the operation of skating rinks. 

Parking and traffic conditions are matters that require 
serious study. The installation of parking meters will to some 
extent relieve the conjected conditions now existing. This matter 
is now being studied by a committee of the Board of Aldermen. 
Regulations making one-way traffic on certain streets wilt also 
help. With the manufacture of new cars and the elimination of 
gas rations, we will lie faced with a large increase in local, as 
well as through traffic Something must be done to provide 
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parking spaces for those who desire to trade in our stores, etc. 
New ordinances will be necessary in order that all will be treated 
alike 

The housing situation is also a matter that deserve-, a great 
amount of consideration. At this writing the Congress is pro- 
posing a bill to expedite coiiM met ion of homes, giving preference 
to ex-servicemen. There doesn't seem to me to be much ol 
anything that the City can do to relieve the shortage at present. 

The establishment of a Veterans' Center by the City h&S 
been under consideration for some time. By law each veteran 
must have his discharge papers recorded at the office of the City 
Clerk, and all copies required by veterans must be certified at 
that office, so additional funds have been appropriated to assist 
in this work. As the government has opened a Veterans 1 Ad- 
ministration Office on Cottage Street, and the American Red 
Cross at 37^ Merchants Row provides a complete veterans' 
advisory service, it seems to me that the above agencies at least 
for the present are adequately handling Veterans affairs. If in 
the future it develops that anything more can be done, I am sure 
the City administration will give the matter serious consideration, 

The Assessors started their quadrennial appraisal work 
earlier this year than usual as they are desirous of giving serious 
consideration to present property values. We all know that 
property values have increased both from a rental and replace* 
ment figure. I feel confident that any changes in real estate 
appraisals made by the Assessors will be made only after careful 
study of local conditions. 

I want to again congratulate you citizens of Rutland who 
have made it possible to meet War Bond and Community Chesi 

Quotas. 

In closing I want to express my appreciation and thanks to 
member- of i he Board of Aldermen and all officials and employes 
for the loyal and efficient service rendered during the past year. 

I also want all who in any way assisted or remembered me 
during my illnens to know that their deeds were gratefully 
appreciated.

BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS 



'I'u thi Mayor «/itl (' iti '.ftix uf tin City of liutlowl: 

This, the 53rd annual report for I he fiscal year ending 
December 81, 1 1*45 of the Commissioners of Education, is pre- 
sented tii you for your interest ami approval. As your represen- 
tatives wo have endeavored to spend your money wisely and 
efficiently ami to keep our educational system on a high level. 
Tins would have been an arduous task had it not been for the 
expert guidance and advice of Superintendent KairehiM. 

The Board would like to lake this opportunity to express 
their sincere appreciation of all that Superintendent I ah child 
has done to keep the school system functioning smoothly and 
efficiently. He is terminating twenty-five years of loyal, unsel- 
fish work in our Community and it is with regret that we see 
him retire. 

The year 1045 was a progressive and busy one during which 
niueh time and money was spent in repairing and replacing of 
old and worn out equipment. In addition In this we thought it 
advisable and the, City purchased at a cost of $1,500. the old 
barn standing on the north-west corner of the high school lot. 
This property, when completed; will serve as a field house with 
showers, toilets, locker rooms, ami team rooms for visiting as 
well as our high school teams. There is also available space for 
storage of paint, items for repair work and the truck. Hereto- 
fore the paint and materials were stored in the basement of the 
Longfellow School. This constituted a fire hazard ami it was 
recommended by the Fire Chief that we take steps to store it 
in a safer location. This space has been in use for several 
months. 

Repairs to the field house portion had to be discontinued 
early last fall because of urgent need of the men in other duties. 
To date the expense totals $2,087.04 which includes heating plant 
and hot water heater, showers and other plumbing articles. Still 
to be purchased is a suitable flooring material estimated at $450. 
We expect the plant to be in operation by the fall of 1040. 

It was necessary to install a new heating plant in Lincoln 
School at a Cost of 83,701.65. This unit replaces three units, 
one of which had been in use over fifty years. Kvon with the 
new plant it was difficult to heat one room. This, we believe, 
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Q «g been rectified l.v the use of new type aw valves. I'm- some 
ri m <- the roof on this building has given trouble and in order to 
have adequate protection a new roof with deep eoppe* Hafinittg 
was built. 'I'tic cowl of this item was $2,200. 

'I'lw heating pianl removed from tinooln plus ocw sections, 
radiation and stoker at a com of 13,133. »to be placed n Kmg- 
aley School where it w badly needed.

Another expense item include- the replacement of obsolete

other viial repairs. This work can be dpfte during tfacation 
periods and summer months. 

Willi regard to summer months and recreation plans arc 
being studied for improvementa h> facilities »t Dana. Umg- 
iVIIou. Lincoln ami Watkins. Tln-sc wc hope to make public 

in i he near Future-. 

Due to the increase in cost- of tabor and materials, etc. the 
sound value of our schools has necessarily increased. Theteiorei 
the Board deemed it advisable, because of an agreement with tbc 
instners to increase our insurance; that i>. to bring it up to eighty 

per cent of actual value. The co>t formerly was »2.108..>9. with 
the addition it is $2,962.44. The increase was froni SbHO.OOO m 
1798,500, 

The Hoard feels that the full-time employment of three

We believe, while we have BOt definite figure- in prove it. 
that it is much cheaper to hire a man who available all the 
lime to keep our electrie;d equipment in working order. The 
electrician, like other repair service men, does other work two 
or three month.- each year which would co-t good money if he 
were not available to do it. Over a period of years the co-l of 
repairing and replacing heating and plumbing equipment by 
employing commercial firms to do the work was over $2,000 a 
year. By employing a plumber on a yearly basis this has been 
reduced to 11,000 a year. The plumber spends at least three 
months a year doing other type.- of work which would cost five 
or six hundred dollars. 

During the past the Board has experienced some difficulties 
with parents wishing to have their children attend school- other 
than the one designated. We think the city should be divided 
into suitable districts or zones for each school and the children 

residing in such areas be required to attend the zone school, 

Such plans are being drafted and we hope to have them in effect 
for the next school year. 

The per pupil cost in the Rutland system is a matter of 
BOmC importance and has been discussed by many. Below is :in 
account of per pupil cost and also total cost for years 1912 to 
1945. inclusive:

Report of the 

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

To the Board of School Commissioners the Mayor, the Board of 
Mdmnrn, ««" the Citizens of the i ity of Rutland. 

This annual report will not show any great change in school 
procedure bul it will show sternly growth in the development „1 
titan* to mcel the needs of children. 

There is bound to be a lag between industrial progress 
What the schools can do to mcel new needs because the schools 
are tax supported institutions and it takes tune for the majority 
to teach the conclusion that the schools should be modernised. 

Nearly all the school buildings of Rutland were built fifty 
or more years ago when ideas about education were different 
than ihev ;1 re lodav bul the buildings remain about the >aine 
vMih few facilities "for a modern program of education. 1 he 
buildings have been kept in good repair and a few modern con- 
veniences added but basically they limit the type ol education 
to that approved bv the grandparents of the children in school 
today. When the people of Rutland become aware ol the limits 
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placed «ni eo'tteatkai because buildings nave no* been modernized 
i | l< v will demand imjwdvemeni even though the cos! a eowod- 
prahle. Each elementary school building should have an addition 
of sufficient size to provide ^p:!* "' for a kindergarten elaw, for a 

school library, for >rii. .nl 1 'lies for ;i I >in:i t i«»n auditorium 

and play room, and fbi adull education. 

\\c feel proud Of the fad that, in spite "f inadequate room, 

lil .varies have I i set up in six of our eight schools. The two 
schools not equipped with a library arc considering every means 
to find room for one. Since the habit of reading fa one ol the 

host results of education it would seem thai these school libraries 

make a most important contribution to an educated citizenry 
It should be kept in mind of course that the space available lor 
these libraries is so limited thai the service Is handicapped, Only 
two elementary schools have suitable space for a library. 

While we have no adequate facilities for serving a hot hmdi 
ai the various schools of the city, seven schools have established 
a lunch program for feeding six or seven hundred pupils each 

day. Many parents have discovered that their children can he 
we'll fed at the school and for less than the cost al home. A hot 
lunch served at the school seems to be an essential rei|Uirement 
in a modern society so it would seem wise for the city to set about 
providing better facilities lor the project. 

From July. 16*1 to June, 1945 we carried on a defense pro- 
gram in I he schools which contributed to the war effort and trained 
men and women for various war activities. The success ol this 
enterprise was due in no small degree to the devoted and per- 
sistent effort of Mr. Henrv Doll who supervised the project for 
the whole period. 1 have asked Mr. Doll to give a brief summary 

of the program : 

"The War Production Training Program started at the 
Dana School in July, 1941, In October of the same year it was 
moved lo the Rutland High School annex when' it continued 
in operation until June 1. 194$. For the first year and a halt. 

the Rutland Defense School ran twenty-three out of twenty-four 

hours a day. Later it was reduced to sixteen hours a day and 
then at its closing ran twelve hours per day. 

"The training at first consisted "f courses in Machine Shop 
and Mechanical Drawing and Blueprint reading. Later, courses 
in Auto Mechanics. Power machine sewing and Welding were 

added to the program. Also, during this time i raimng was given 

'key' men in the local industries in -lob training in order to assist 
them in their work. 
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"During the four years of operation, the following n her 

of persons received training at the Rutland Defense School:

"In addition, the Training-Wit hiu Industry program gave 

Instruction to 195 persons in 'Job Training,' 

"The trainees at the school came from an area of forty miles. 
The majority, however, were local. 

"In letters received from a number of industries great praise 
was given to the school for the fine work it had done in assisting 
i hem in keeping production rolling during the war years.* 5 

Mr. W illiam A. Sargent resigned last .Inly alter serv ing as 
principal of our junior high school for twenty-three years. \o 
one can measure with any degree of accuracy the Influence of n 
man of such sterling character as Mr. Sargent on the lives of 
more than four thousand children who passed through his school. 
Parents, youth and associates are uf the opinion that the influence 
was great and thai it always led in the right direction. I think 
that I am expressing the opinion of most of the people of Rutland 
when I say that 1 am sorry that circumstances were such that 
\lr. Sargent found it necessary to leave the leaching profession. 

Most people are quite aware of the values of visual aids in 
leaching. The Meldon School, under the leadership of Mr. Sar- 
gent, did the pioneer work here and carried on a program for 
nearly twenty years. During more recent years other schools 
have come into the program until five of our eight schools are 
doing considerable with visual instruction. At the present time 
the schools own five machines for showing films, largely IK mil- 
limeter, and six film strip machines. Approximately one thous- 
and periods are devoted to showing about four hundred films 
through the school year. These showings are nearly all made in 
the class room and are related to the subject being taught at 
the time. A number of other films are shown •<» larger groups 
for general instruction and for entertainment. 

The cost of education like the cost of nearly everything else 
has advanced during the last twenty-five years. In 1021 it cost 
just under ninety dollars per year for each pupil in average daily 
attendance at Rutland High School. In 104.') this cost has ad- 
vanced to almost 8170. The enrollment now is about twenty per 
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cent higher than in 1921 l>ut we have increased the number of 
teachers fifty pet Ceftl to provide mure and l>elter services for 
our hoys and girls. The total salaries of the eighteen teachers 
employed in ]!>2I was $3I,~SK while the total salaries of the 
twenty-seven enjoyed now is $89,230. Costa other than salaries 

have increased because the school is housed in n better building 
which costs much more to operate and numerous opportunities 
for our youth arc provided which Were impossilile in 11121. 

New courses such as lho.-e offered in the trade school de- 
partment and distributive education meet the needs of youth 
but cost more because the classes must l>e small and salaries 
are relatively higher. 

The improvement of the health ofschool children is regarded 
by all school people a- a number one objective. While the home 
has the primary responsibility for health instruction and the 
formation of right health habits, other agencies such as the 
public health department and the schools can do much to develop 
-Hunger men and women. Sometimes it seems advisable to 
give special attention to certain areas nf health. I.ast year in 
cooperation with other agencies we devoted considerable atten- 
tion to the matter of checking the hearing of school children. 
ThU wa> done under the supervision of the school nurses. Mrs. 
Anne il. YYimetl and Mi— S. Klizabcth Keefe. I ask you to 
read their report on the following pages. 

Few people ate aware of the importance of Art in the life 
of our people. Miss Lucy H. Dunne, our competent supervisor 
of art, discusse> this very interesting subject on pages 28 and 20 

of this report, 

The schools have been operating for lour years under war 
lime conditions which have hampered us in numerous ways. 
Out teachers have carried the additional load imposed by the 
war without complaint and have redoubled their efforts to lessen 
the strain of war on the children. A number of our teaching 
positions have been filled by former teachers who were glad to 
giVe up I he comforts of home to do their pat) toward w inning 
the Wat The fact that the schools have been able to operate 
in spite of a great shortage of material ami labor i> due in no 
-mall degree to the effort- of the men of our repair service and 
to our janitors. 

I am happy to say thai it has been a pleasure to work with 
a group of devoted teachers and other competent employees.

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REPORT OF THK SCHOOL NURSES ON LOCATING 
AND MKI.I'INC THK HARD OF HEARING 

The use of an audiometer bo test the hearing of Rutland 
public and parochial school pupils is another indication of the 
attention being given to the health and physical soundness of 
loilav's youngsters. No longer is it solely a case of trying bo 
imparl knowledge to youthful minds; it i- also a question of 
seeing that those minds are housed in sound bodies. For there 
is a direct relation between a child'- progress in his studies and 
his physical condition. Many a youngster who appears to be 
dull, uninterested and difficult is actually nothing of the sort. 

He is suffering frOjffl SQme handicap which conceals his ability 

and shows him to the n/OTflt possible advantage. 

Science can and does determine what tho-e handicap.- arc 
and science is able to correct many of them. The important 
thing ifl lo detect them at an early ai£c so that they call be 

corrected. 

Iii January ami February, the Rutland school nurses used 
one of the uroup audiometers owned by the State Department 

of Education to give a screening examination to approximately 
three thousand children in the public and parochial schools (if 
Rutland. All school children who showed any irregularity m 

sub-normality in hearing ability in this annual group test were 
given an individual teal by Mr. Donald M. Khlred. Supervisor 

of Technical Aids for the State Department 's Vocational Reha- 
bilitation Service. The test was performed «ith a new type of 

instrument, the individual audiometer which has been in use 
only recently and testing of the children in local schools has 

been completed. 

After the testing Was done, the school nurses urged the par- 
ents to take these children to an ear doctor for examination and 
recommendation as to w hat should he done for each case. Follow 
up work was done on each case where treatment or a hearing aid 
was recommended. 

For those who flrete unable to pay for examination, treat- 
ment, or hearing aids, the Vermont Association for the Crippled 

plana to provide both a physical and an ear examination through 

local doctors ami also to purchase hearing aids where they are 
needed. This assistance will he made available through Mis- 
Dorothy Smithson, Executive Secretary of the Association, and 
it is made possible through I he money received from the A--i- 

eiation's annual distribution of Easter Seats. 
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Miss Smithson and Dr. George G. Marshall, Vermont Chair- 
man of American Academy of Opthalmology and Otalaryn- 
eology, are coordinating the whole program in hope that later 
similar projects amy be carried on in Other parts of the state. 

The importance of this testing is evidenced by the case of a 
twelve year old student who Showed an almost total loss of 
hearing in one ear while the other ear is beginning to he affected. 
Another serious case is that of a fourteen year old high school 
student who also showed an almost total loss of hearing in one 
ear while the other ear is also becoming affected. It is possible 
thai the purchase of a hearing aid in tin- immediate future may 
help this child's hearing but this is by no means certain since 
the bad ear has gone so long that it may be impossible to give 
hearing in the hail ear w ith a hearing aid. Time is of I he ut- 
most importance. This testing program has been of great value 
in bringing situations such as these to light so that something 

may I"' done w ithout further delay. 

A- a result of the tests given two group- of children with 
hearing difficulties were recognized: 

1. Definite treatment advised 

Fourteen were advised to -ee a doctor ami eight were 
regarded as borderline eases. Five of (he former and three 
of the latter went to a doctor. Treatment was prescribed 
for the three in the latter group. 

2. Treatment might be desirable 

Forty-one were urged to give the matter of consulting a 
doctor consideration and thirty-five were regarded as 
borderline cases. Ten of the former and three of the 
httter group consulted a doctor. Three of (he former group 
were advised to have treatment.

REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR 
Anyone pan draw. 

Perhaps you have heard thcae words and natd to yjRirwett', 
indifferently, "So what'.'" or thought, "That's a tot of foolish- 
ness." 

Artnally tin- statement is true, not that anyone can DC nil 
Wtfert, Ititt that anyone can draw and will lie a better man or 
woman for being Bide lii for many reasons. Here :mc -ome of 
I he reasons. 

Drawing as it w taught these days is divided into various 
areas of study. Those are generally known as REPRESENT \- 
TION, DESIGN, COLOR, CRAFTS, ami ART APPRECIA- 
TION. It will lie easier to explain lhal eaeh area covers sepa- 
rately lint yon will sec a> yott read along that the area-; are 
independent w lien taught. 

REPRESENTATION cover, a largo area all of the child's 
life itself. In the first grade we find the child, when lie conn- tfl 
school at the beginning of the year, confidently drawing pictures 
of people, houses, trees, animal.-, and all -oris of vehicles, pic- 
ture* which to most adults are unintelligible -crawls, hut which 
to I he child are very real. Those draw inns, from w hatever part 
of (lie country yon may observe them in any first grade, are 
surprisingly alike. A man. for instance, will he represented a- a 
circle (the head) from tin- ear area of which two slick-like amis 
project, w hile the Icrs, also I wo -tick.- with toes, will hang 

bodyles*. Thia sort of representation is known as symbol draw- 
ing and parallels prehistoric man's earliest art efforts a- evi- 
denced on the wall of caves in various parte of the world 

Other objects arc equally syinbollic. A house reseinlilcs a 
lent, willi a tipping chimney. The windows may he floating 
bemde the house. A tree is usually a circle for the foliage ami 
a line or two for the trunk. Cars are recognisable by their 
wheels. Tb« job of the teacher of art is to lead I he child, through 
observation of himself, Ids companions, and the world aboul 
him. to reali/.e what people, houses, tree-, and other things are 
actually like. To increase the power of observation is one of 
the main objectives of art education, not only in regard to how 
people and object- look, but in how they act , arc related lo Bach 
other and to the rest of their environment. 

This sort of direction i- carried on in various way- through 
the early grades, with subject mailer for the children's drawings 
adapted to the seasons, to their play activities, and to various 
studies in each grade as in the first grade in connection witli 
the study of the family and the farm units; in the second grade 
with the study of the community, tin' Indians and I In- Kskimos; 
in the third grade with the various countries of the world; in 
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the fourth grade with Vermont and Colonial Life; in the fifth 
grade with the sections of (he United States; and in the sixth 
grade with Canada ami I he Latin Americas. 

In the seventh and eighth grades inure stress is laid in the 

an a of REPRESENTATION on technique!*, or ways of doing. 

such as painting in water colors, poster paints, or working with 
crayons and chalk in different ways. 

hi high school where the art work is elective in contrast to 
the first eight grades where everyone participates, tin' student 
ban more individual work, according to his particular bent, as 

well as certain required reviews of the fundamentals of drawing. 
The individual work may be for the student's own good, or 
occasionally for the good of the school or community as a whole, 
bj Ids contribution of poster.-, scenery painting, sign painting, 
wall decoration, or even city report illustration. 

The second area is that of DESIGN. This overlaps that of 

REPRESENTATION in that in order to have a good represen- 
tation you must baV« a good arrangement, or design, of all the 
parts of a picture, a poster, a costume, a room, a graden, or a 

pi< of sculpture. This is design applied and is a very important 

part of every day living. 

Here the student learn- Indirectly how to discriminate in 

his choice of the beautiful from the ugly in selecting from all 
I hat is offered for sale on the radio, in the magazine- and news- 
papers. He is taught that design stems directly from Nature 
ami learns Nature's laws of design 

These ar<' REPETITION, ALTERNATION, ami PRO- 
GRESSION, terms that mean nothing to the first grader, but 
he does learn how to make a border design of one subject, w hich 
lie draws again and again REPETITION; and he i- able to 
draw another border of first one thing, then something different 
such as a square, a circle, a square, a circle to make a dc-ign 
in ALTERNATION; or another decorative bit which grown 
progressively larger or -mailer like the Three Bears, the small, 
the middle-sized. I he large to become a design in PRO- 
GRESSION. 

Types of balance in design arc taught such as CENTRAL 
BALANCE, perfectly illustrated in Nature by the daisy, the 
wild rose with their petals radiating from the center; and AXIAL 

BALANCE which is ev ident in MAN himself, equally balanced, 
arm for arm. ear for ear. foot for foot. 
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All these types of design arc reviewed each yea?, with recog- 
nition of their sources from Nature l>v blowing and observing 
REPETITION in leaves alone the stem, ALTERNATION of 
day* and nights, PROGRKSSION of too* on our feet, feathers 
DO a bird's wing or in the changing sizes of the waxing and 
waning moon. 

In the upper grades these bask elements in design are applied 
to decoration of notebooks, cards, posters, kerchiefs, and papers, 

scenery, pictures, and more subtly are used as standards in 
judging whether objects and arrangements sire balanced, in good 
taste, and suitable to the purpose as well as attractive decoration. 

COLOR, as you can see, is greatly related to DESIGN, 
really an essential part of it. COLOR has a family, rich in 
quality. There is II I " I I. w hich is color itself. There is VALUE, 
which is one word for the light or dark of a color, and the shades 

between t hi' lightest and darkest of any on dor. There is 

CHROMA which is another word for the brilliance or dullness 
of a color. 

There are three PRIMARY COLORS which, if combined 
properly, will make the other colors. The three PRIMARIES 
are Red, Yellow and Blue. The first grader Kin Is out about these 
through use, mainly with crayons, occasionally with chalk, and 
in some cases wil It paint . Throughout the early grades ( '< >b< >K 
is combined with REPRESENTATION and DESIGN, bu1 from 

the fifth grade on, it is taught as a subject by itself as well as 
applied to illustration, design, and craft work. 

('RAPT work is carried on in a small way, mainly because 
of the lack of time, equipment, and trained people to catty it 
out. Good craft work requires care and precision, and when 
carried on by a great many students, a great deal of supervision. 

We compromise by doing work with pa]« i r, scissors, and 
paste where the main objectives are not to make a professionally 
finished product, but rather to train the pupil in the use of the 
ruler, the manipulation of the scissors, and tin- ability to follow 
directions. 

Then 1 are. however, in the Rutland system several teachers 
Whose training and interest Qualify them to carry on pa|w>r con- 
struction, basketry, clay modeling, soap carving, wood carving, 
sand-table construction, and miniature moving pictures, ami 
they are to be commended. It is to be wished that more time 
were possible for work of this sort. 
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Last but not least to be mentioned is the area of APPRE- 
CIATION. APPRECIATION OP ART means more than the 
appreciation of painting or drawing. It should mean the appre- 
ciation of .all that is beautiful in all the arts, and a realization of 
the kinship among the arts Sculpture. Painting. Architecture, 
Literature. Drama, The Dance, and Music. It should mean 
an appreciation of what we see around us in our own country, 
our own state, our own city, both the good and the beautiful. 
God-made and man made. 

Our mountains, our relative lack of billboards, our churches, 
inside ami out. our books, their covers, their illustrations, 
these are worthy of appreciation. Our houses, our oars, our 
public buildings, all those are worthy of critical Consideration, 

All these : ,re pari of ART APPRECIATION, informally 
worked into the other areas so that they may mutually enrich 
each other. 

The work in ART is not planned for the future artist alone. 
Tin- old ideas of teaching Drawing so that a child may become 
an arti-st, or that la' may have Drawing as a relief from other 
subjects have passed on. 

Instead, we hope that the average boy or girl may, a* an 
individual citizen, be able as a result of his art training to select 
articles of merchandise which give him lasting satisfaction; be 
able to arrange his home attractively; be able to use his art

well as iii the other fine arts of painting, sculpture, and archi- 
tecture; and finally, what is most important for most people, 
we hope he will be able to see. hear. know, and enjoy Beauty 
in his particular environment. These are experiences possible 
to alt.

Tn tin Honomble ('it;/ Cvncft: 

A detailed report or the activities and services of the Rut- 
land Free library during 104.T, with statistics for the year, is 
herewith submitted to yog, As an introduction to this report I 
wish to submit the following recommendations for your serious 
consideration, some of them repeated from my report of 1',I44: 

1. The addition of two full-time, professionally trained 
persons to the staff, to enable the library to render more efficient 
service to school- and to adult groups and individuals, especially 
iti the vocational problems of veterans: and to facilitate the tech- 
nical work wit hin the library of reference (juestions, book order- 
ing, classification and cataloging. 

2. The establishment of library stations or branches both 
at out-lying centers of the city and town, and also in the business 
district; or the purchase of a Rutland Free Library bookmobile 
to take regular book service to points in the city and' town distant 
from the Main Library. Such service would' naturally require 

increased funds for maintenance and the larger staff recommended 
in fl). 

3. The making of a survey of present library operation-, 
services, and community needs, for the purpose of greater effi- 
ciency and more economical expenditures in expansion of the 
Rutland Free Library. Mr. Joseph L. Wheeler of Benson. Ver- 
mont, formerly librarian of the Enoch Pratt Free Library of 
Baltimore, ami the Youiigstown. Ohio Library, ha.- made helpful 
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survey- ni the public libraries in Albany, Buffalo, ami other fit it's, 
resulting in economies of operation ami improved community 

service. 

A year ago I made several recommendation!) to this Aaaocia- 

tion anil to (lie community, two of whieh wire acteil on witliin 
a few weeks: one, revisiiin of the charter of the City of Rut- 
land «as recommended to the State Legislature, with unanimous 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, permitting the Aldermen to 

appropriate each year "a sum sufficient for maintenance of the 
Library," removing the limitation of "five per cent of the grand 
list," which was authorized in Aft No. 331. Aets of 15)08; two, 

with your jvssi.stance ami support, the appropriation for the 
Library was increased by vote at Town Meeting by the amount 
of two per cent of the grand list. We believe that the 1946 

Town Meeting vote for an additional two per I'ent increase will 
give conclusive proof to the Hoard of Aldermen that Rutland 
citizens want this Library to continue to expand Its usefulness, 
and that they are willing to finance such expansion, The total 
amount we. request for 194H is still below the professional stand- 
ard for minimum library service, which is SI per capita per year 
Yon will be gratified thai our 1944 report has been widely 
(Jttoted in educational journals. We have had many requests 
from libraries throughout the United States for copies of thai 
report. Our experiment with films in 1044 and early 1945, made 
possible by the loan of a projector and films from the Harmon 
Foundation of New York City, was featured in the Library

COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC WORKS 

To tht Mayor a&d th* rTonuraM f 'it;/ Council: 

( [cni I, ui, u : 

In compliance with to charter of to City of Rutland, 1 

am herewith submitting to annual report of tin- Department oi 

Public Works for to year ending December 31, 1 1)45. 

The year just passed was eventful IB many ways. Th, 
conclusion of World War 11 late in the summer saw the lifting 
of many const met ion restrictions imposed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment during to war years. Many items of material and 
equipment which had disappeared from the market during the 
past four years were again available in limited quantities. The 

department also was aide to employ several war veterans to 
replace men lost daring the war years. 

The work of the Department of Public Works was carried 
out to the best of our ability with the utmost economy pre- 
vailing but with to health and security of the people served 
paramount . 

Although gross operating costs increased over the previous 
year the Department returned a balance of 114,782.46 in un- 
expended appropriations to the General city account. 

The extreme weather conditions of the previous winter 
brought the surface treated gravel streets through in a very 
poor condition creating a problem for the Street Department. 
The work of retreating these roads was handicapped and delayed 
by an unusually rainy season. Practically the entire summer 
season was used in ripping up. rcgrading, rolling and applying 
the finish coat of bituminous treatment to the various streets. 
32,160 gallons of asphalt and 24.SS4 gallons of tar were applied 
and mixed with 1,300 eu. yds. of sand and 85 cu. yds. of pe« 
-tone, covering 2O7.07fi square yards to build up a Weattng 
surface. 

Following the policy of stockpiling a mixture of tar and 
sand for cold patching surface breaks, we again mixed 4, Ml) 
gallons of tar with 274 en. yds. of sand for future use. but dm 
to the fact thai an unusually large number of breaks appeared 
in the road surfaces we were forced t D us, a larg, amount of 
our reserve immediately. 
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Show removal and plowing was carded <>n as usual with 
i he men ami equipment going out earlier in the morning so that 

the preliminary work eoukl he completed before the parking of 
ears could hamper the work. A considerable saving was accom- 
plished during the final months of l<)45 due in the fael that only 
One storm of major proportions occurred. 

en. yds. of sand and 46" tons of salt were applied to the 
streets and sidewalks during the winter months. Seven addi- 
tional sund boxes were set out this year making a total (if 07 
now in use. 

Two sidewalk sunders, built by Department men at a very 
small cost from second-hand materials, were put in good use 
enabling the department to cove* many more miles sooner than 

the old hand method permitted. 

A used mowing machine was purchased for use with the 
-mall tractor. This was used to cut grass and weeds along the 
edges of the streets ami sidewalks. 

One >iep in the centralization and expansion of the Public 
Works Department was made when the lot adjoining the present 
storage yard was purchased. It is hoped by this department 
that it will be possible to construct a modern garage at tins site. 
The value of this proposal to the taxpayers will be manifold 
permitting Speedier and more economical operation of all branches 
of the department, and storing under cover many pieces of equip- 
ment thai now are exposed to the elements. 

The General Department of the Public W orks Department 
carried ottl the usual work, maintaining the parks, dump ami 
incinerator, bridges, culverts, trees and doing other miscellaneous 
jobs. The road surface of River Street Bridge was given a coat 
of asphalt and pea stone and the curbs and railings were repaired. 
Crescent Street bridge floor was entirely replanked with hem- 
lock purchased from the Airport Commission. The cutting and 
trimming of trees was continued as in the past and 35 new trees 
were set out in parks. 

It is hoped that certain improvements to the incinerator 
roof at the city dump may be completed in the coming year, so 
as to eliminate a maintenance problem. 

The Sewer Department maintained the sewer system us in 
the past and also completed 13 new house connections; 6 new 
catch basins and I new manhole. 12 catch basins were rebuilt 

and :i"> repaired; also . r i manhole* were repaired. An 8" sewer 
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on North Church Street was extended 52 It. to accommodate a 
new residence and 10 ft. of 8" sewer was extended on lower I'ark 
Street. It is proposed to extend a sewer on Billings Avenue to 
Harvard Street in the coming year. A right-of-way through 
private land has been received by the city for the purpose of 

extending this project. 

The work of the Water Department increased substantially 
over the preceding years due to unusual conditions. 

A disastrous Mash Hood struck the waterworks head in 
Mendon on June 24th causing thousands of dollars of damage 
to the plant. The chlorine and valve houses were washed away 
with all equipment therein. The intake channel was ruined 
and one of the dams on the small reservoir was carried away. 
The large reservoir was undamaged but a large amount of silt 
and debris was carried into it, thus necessitating cleaning. The 
entire force of the Public Works Department was sent to Meodori 
to repair the damage and in approximately a week the water 
in the system was fit for human consumption without boiling. 

Repairing flood damage at Water Works 
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Plans had been proposed and a new Automatic Vacuum 

Feed Chlorinator had been ordered previous to the flood and 
work was immediately started to plaee it into operation. The 

new chlorinator went into operation <>n the 13th day of October 
and since thai day no adverse reports have been received re- 
garding "oiilatninalion- 

A new building, constructed of cinder blocks and built as 
a part of the previously constructed meter house, was erected 
to house the chlorinating machinery. The new structure is 
practically 100', fireproof and lias many modern facilities for 
sampling and testing the water. 

Power shovels were hired and in cooperation w ith I he 

Central Vermont Public Service Corporation the work of cleans 
inn Qui the channels above and below the instake dam was 
completed. There still remains much work to l>e done to pro- 
tect the water intake system ami the Department proposes to 
carry on an improvement projiram from year to year under 

their annual appropriation. 

As an aftermath of the Rood it was found that there was 
considerable damage to t In- < Ueason Kesprvoir — which is the old. 
original water supply for the City of Hut land. The city has 
maintained this system for years without any return whatsoever, 
and upon investigation it was found to he possible to allow the 
system to revert to the original owners or heirs. This was done 
and the City now has rid itself of a considerable annual expense, 

The City exchanged a parcel of land on the Cold River 

watershed for land adjacent to properly owned by the City w hich 
will enable I he Water Department to construct a diversion ditch 
or pipe line direct from the Kddy Brook to the Brewer Brook 
on I heir own property for the purpose of augmenting our Water 
supply if necessary. 

The Water Department also maintained I he water mains, 
hydrants, valves: installed !1 new house connections; relayed 23 
house connections, and repaired IS house services. This de- 
partment also furnished a Caretaker at the municipal pool during 

its operation as well as carrying nut a number of recommended 
changes, 

I woidd like to express my sincere (lunik* and appreciation 
to all employees of the Public Work- Department for their 
meritorious and cheerful performance of llieir various duties,

Fire Alarm System 

The fin 1 alarm system has required considerable attention 
the past two years as replacements were hard to get. There 
are several fire alarm boxes that were installed between 1800 
and 1000 that are weather worn and give some trouble in cold 
weather. We have had requests for fin' alarm boxes to be in- 
stalled on the outskirts of the city which would require the ex- 
tension of the fire alarm system. We will be unable to extend 

the system in 1046 as it would require an additional appropriation. 
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I would recommend that we replace two of the old boxes 
each year and adopt a system of adding three new boxes each 
year until we have the districts requiring fire alarm boxes cov- 
ered. 

line of the air tanks for blowing the whistle developed a 
leak and when tested by a boiler inspector it was condemned as 
dangerous. It was found to be considerable cheaper to replace 
the whistle than to replace the tanks and a new whistle was 
installed requiring much less air than the old one. 

Traffic in the business section has increased considerably 
in the last six months making it difficult for fire apparatus to 
get through Merchants Row and Evelyn street. I would recom- 
mend that Evelyn street be made a one way street going north 
only. This would eliminate the danger of accidents by meeting 
south traffic on Evelyn street. It would also eliminate left 
turns from Evelyn street onto Merchants How which slows south 
traffic on Merchants Row.

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Report of the 
SUPERVISOR OF 
RECREATION PROJECTS 

To the. llonornblt City CoitneUi 

Gentlemen : 

The Rutland City Playgrounds, operating for a period of 

nine weeks during the summer months, finished another success- 
ful season on August 23, 1945. Forced to work under strict 
wartime restrictions, the city was ahle to furnish the Lest kind 
of recreation for the thousand different children who registered 
on the playgrounds during the summer. It was estimated that 
over 25,000 children were in attendance throughout the nine- 
week program. 

In addition to the five playgrounds operated at Dana, Park. 
School, Wat kins and Lincoln, a new playground was opened at 
the SOUth end of the Main Si net Park. This new project was 
intended for the use of small children living in that area or those 
children who visited the park with their parents. Another feature 
of the li)45 program was the appointment of two Special super- 
visors to take care of special activities. Miss Jean Smith, an 
instructor with two years playground experience, was placed 
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in charge of the playgrounds swimming program &1 the pool in 
the mornings, and acted as supervisor <if girls athletic contests 
in tin- afternoon. Mrs. W. Ross Fearon supervised the special 
reading program conducted 011 tile playgrounds in tli<< morning. 

A sum of 94,205.01 was appropriated for the project with 
about $2,700 being expended on supervision and the rest on 
equipment. A new swing structure and teeters were installed 
at Park Street, while a slide, teeters, a swing struct lire and a 
jungle gyijS were placed at Main Street Park. The swing Struc- 
ture was borrowed from Dr. Hugh Hanrahan for the summer 
and was returned at the end of the playground season, hive 
slides and two nursery swing structures, purchased early in the 
year, arrived too late for use during the past season, but will be 
available for next year. Over $400 was expended for baseball.-. 

softballs, bats, vofleybaOs, badminton sets, sand pails and 
children's games. 

Besides Miss Smith ami Mrs. Fearon, thirteen instructor- 
were included on my staff. Ralph Kehoe and Patricia Kol- 

tonski acted as instructors at Lincoln; Roderick Clifford and 

Lorraine Bleickhardt at Dana; Tom Ross and Mary Jane Duffy 
at Park Street, .lack Kelly and Peggy Ann OX'otincll at School 
Street; Hill Flory and Barbara Warner ai Watkins Avenue; 
Patricia I'lvnn. Claire LeFrancoifl and Kathleen Tree at Main 
Street Park. 

Competitive leagues in baseball and softball for the boys, 
and slugball and volleyball for the girls were organized and con- 
ducted throughout the season. Special events in the form of 
track meets, swimming meets, horseshoe contests, and basket- 
ball free throw tournaments added individual interest to the 
program. A doll contest and a pel show for the smaller lots were 
conducted under the supervision of Mrs. Fearon. The Annual 
Field Day. sponsored by Rutland Lodge of Klks, brought the 
1 945 season to a happy ending. 

Wartime restrictions, particularly on steel structures and 
athletic equipment, lias made it difficult for us to do all of the 
things that we would like to do for the children of Rutland. It 
is my hope that in the future we will be able lo add gradually 
to our structural equipment so that the play needs of the smaller 
children will be better met . 

I wish to thank the Mayor and the members of the Park 
ami Playground Committee for their cooperation. L especially 
desire to thank Mr. Robert Branehaud. Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, who took a personal ami active interest in helping me 
to locate and secure equipment for our program and in aiding me 
in the many details involved in playground supervision
